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NOTES 


CANTATA No. 82, for the Feast of Purification, is a solo cantata 
for bass, composed probably in 1731 or 1732 at Leipzig. Two of 
its numbers, though, are extant in earlier versions, namely the 
recitative Ich babe genug and the aria Scblummert ein, ihr matten 
Augen, both of which appear in the second notebook, of 1725, for 
Anna Magdalena Bach. These earlier versions are for a soprano 
voice. 


CANTATA No. 83, likewise for the Feast of Purification, calls 
for much larger forces (cf. p. 31 for the vocal and orchestral in- 
strumentation), and dates from 1724, Bach's second year at 
Leipzig. 

CANTATA No. 84, a solo cantata for soprano (though the chorus 
enters in the final chorale), was written in 1731 or 1732 for the 
Sunday Septuagesimae (third Sunday before Lent). The words are 
based on a text by Henrici. 

CANTATA No. 85, for the Sunday Mirericordias Domini, dates 
from 1735; its text is believed to be by Marianne von Ziegler. 

The present study score edition is based on Vol. XX (1) of 
the famous Bach-Gesellschaft edition of Bach's works.
